The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1, 23, 24 and 45 are allowed. 

The prior art fails to disclose (a) configured to receive M independent RF 
modulated input signals from said second access point; and (b) configured to process 
said M independent RF modulated input signals using a channel mixing matrix and 
estimated channel coefficients bl, b2 to extract N independent data signals transmitted 
by said second access point; wherein said first operating mode and said second 
operating mode are to be automatically selected by the RF multi-antenna access point 
system based on a transmission condition in said channel.
